(By Untied Pro**? 
London. Oct. I 
With civic pomp 
and centuries-old ceremonial. Alder­ 
man Hir Alfred Louis Bower, was to­ 
day elected Lord Mayor of London 
for th e year eonian m i n g November 
9. in succession to Sir Louis Nekton. 
T h ere was no actual election In 
the popular serine, for astonishing an 
it may seem in these days of univer­ 
sal suffrage and popular elections. 
the citizen* of the capital of the 
British Empire have nothing to do 
with th e selection of 
their 
Chief 
Magistrate. 
London's Lord Mayor is 
chosen by the Aldermen, Court of 
Common Council, and the "Liv ery­ 
men' or members of the ancient trade 
guilds. 
Usually they select the sen­ 
ior alderman, hut In the present case 
the senior. Alderman Briggs, being 
over 80, felt himself too old for the 
post and declined the honor. 
Bow- 
er was the next on the roll. 


Secret Session 
Shortly after l l a 
in. the civic 
dignitaries began to assemble In the 
Council Chamber at 
the 
historic 
Guildhall, ami after formal proceed­ 
ings, th e picturesquely garbed Com­ 
mon Crier announced th at the city 
fathers would proceed with the seri­ 
ous task of selecting the new Lord 
iMayor in secret session, and called 
upon all "s tra n g e rs,’' or unauthoriz- 
• (I folk, to withdraw . 
These were 
ceremoniously 
escorted 
from 
the 
cham ber by "beadlet" and burly City 
policemen, after a few people had put 
forw ard ancient claims to be present, 
claims which 
were promptly over­ 
ruled 
by the presiding officer, the 
present Lord Mayor. 
The United Press, however, liad no 
difficulty in p e ne trating the "veil of 
secrecy." 
Nominations having been 
called for, Bower’s name was put for­ 
ward amid general, but decorous a p ­ 
plause. 
(cries of Hear, H e a r’’ and 
subdued h a n d -d a p p in g .) 
Friends of 
th** next senior alderman, Sir Wil­ 
liam Pryke, placed his nam e in nom­ 
ination as a m a tte r of compliment, 
but on friendly cries of "Next year" 
being raised, Sir 
William 
hastily 
w ith d rew his candidacy and Bower’s 
nom ination was made unanimous. 
T h e Recorder thereupon proceeded 
to read a list of the qualifications, 
achievements ami personal qualities 
of th e candidate and nomination was 
confined amid general enthusiasm. 
A Popular Figure 
T h e new Lord Mayor, who takes 
office November 8, (the proper date, 
Nov. 9 being a Sunday this year) is 
a popular figure in th e city, and few 
if any, citizens will criticise his suit­ 
ability for the post. 
He is a "Liv 
e r y m a n " of th e V in tn ers’ Company 
ami th e Spectacletnakers Company; 
has been a member of the Common 
Council since 1896, and an Alderman 
since 1917. 
He was Sheriff in 1913, 
and took a prominent part in raising 
London 
troops for the great war. 
He is 64 years of age, and has been 
identified with 
London 
commerce 
and 
municipal government for the 
g rea ter part of his life. 
Some time d u r in g the next fort 
night, the Lord-Mayor-fleet, will pro­ 
ceed In state to the House of Lords 
where he will receive from the Lord 
Chancellor, K in g George’s gracious 
confirmation of his election. 
Not 
for centuries has a British king ven­ 
tured to veto th e election of Lord 
Mayor of London, and if one did it 
would raise almost a constitutional 
sto rm — and the citizens of London 
would probably insist on th eir rights 
to nom inate th e ir own Lord Mayor. 
These tights go back to the days of 
Edw'ard the Confessor, abd even earl 
ier, because London 
was virtually 
an independent state in the days of 
the Romans. 
The official Inauguration, Nov. 8

THERE IS NO ACTUAL ELECTION 
IN THE POPULAR 
SENSE 
(By Untied Pressi 
London, Oct. I 
With civic pomp 
and centuries-old ceremonial. Alder­ 
man Sir Alfred Louis Bower, was to­ 
day elected Lord Mayor of Loudon 
for the year commencing November 
9. in succession to Sir Louis Nekton. 
There was no actual election in 
the popular sense, for astonishing as 
it may seem in these days of u nive r­ 
sal suffrage and popular elections, 
the citizens of the capital of the 
British Empire have noth in g to do 
with the selection of 
their 
Chief 
Magistrate. 
London's Lord Mayor is 
chosen by the Aldermen, Court of 
Common Council, and the “ Livery 
men” or members of the ancient trade 
guilds. 
Usually they select the sen­ 
ior alderman, hut in the present ease 
the senior, Alderman Briggs, being 
over 80, felt himself too old for the 
post and declined the honor. 
Bow­ 
er was the next on the roll. 
Secret Session 
Shortly after l l a 
rn. the civic 
dignitaries began to assemble in the 
Council Chamber at 
the 
historic 
Guildhall, and after formal proceed­ 
ings, the picturesquely garbed Com­ 
mon Crier announced that the city 
fathers would proceed with the seri­ 
ous task of selecting the new Lord 
Mayor in secret session, and called 
upon all “s tran g ers,” or unauthoriz 
cd folk, to withdraw. 
These were 
ceremoniously 
escorted 
from 
the 
chamber by “ beadles” and burly City 
policemen, after a few people had put 
forward ancient claims to he present, 
claims which were promptly over­ 
ruled by the presiding officer, the 
present Lord Mayor. 
The United Press, however, had no 
difficulty in penetrating the “ veil of 
secrecy.” 
Nominations having been 
called for, Bower’s name was put for­ 
ward amid general, but decorous a p ­ 
plause, 
(cries of Hear, H e a r” and 
subdued hand-clapping.) 
Friends of 
the next senior alderman, Sir Wil 
Ham Pryke, placed his name in nom­ 
ination as a m a tte r of compliment, 
hut on friendly cries of “ Next year" 
being raised, Sir 
William 
hastily 
withdrew his candidacy and Bower’s 
nomination was made unanimous. 
The Recorder thereupon proceeded 
to read a list of the qualifications, 
achievements anil personal qualities 
of the candidate and nomination was 
confined amid general enthusiasm 
A Popular Figure 
The new Lord Mayor, who takes 
office November 8, (the proper date, 
Nov. 9 being a Sunday this year) is 
i popular figure in the city, and few 
f any, citizens will criticize his s u it­ 
ability for the post. 
He is a “ Liv­ 
ery m a n ” of the V in tn e rs’ Company 
and the Spectaclemakers Company; 
has been a member of the Common 
Council since 1896, and an Alderman 
since 1917. 
He w a9 Sheriff in 1913, 
and took a prominent part in raising 
London 
troops for the great war 
He is 64 years of age, and has been 
identified with 
London 
commerce 
and municipal government for the 
greater part of his life. 
Some time d u rin g the next fort 
night, the Lord-Mayor-elect, will pro­ 
ceed in state to the House of Lords 
where he will receive from the Lord 
Chancellor, King George’s gracious 
confirmation of his election. 
Not 
for centuries has a British king ven­ 
tured to veto the election of Lord 
Mayor of London, and if one did it 
would raise almost a constitutional 
sto rm— and the citizens of London 
would probably insist on their rights 
to nom inate their own Lord Mayor. 
These tights go back to the days of 
Edward the Confessor, and even earl­ 
ier, because London 
was virtually 
n independent state in the days of 
the Romans. 
The official inauguration, Nov. 8 
will be made the occasion for the con­ 
tinuance of th a t hoary anachronism 
“ The Lord Mayor's Show,” when the 
new Chief Magistrate will drive in 
state to the High Courts of Justice 
where the Lord Chief Justice will 
adm inister the oath bf office.

A m e n d m e n t No. 4, known an the forestry amendment, will 
be voted on at the general election on T uesday, November 4th. 
Ii 
authorizes the enactment of laws encouraRing and promoting 
forestation and reforestation of lands in this state, whether owned! 
by private persons or the public, including irfepealable provisions], 
for definite and limited taxation of such lands during a term of 
1,1 
years and for a yield tax at or after the end of such term up rn the 
timber and other forest products so grown. 
Every farm has some waste land which should ^row trees, 
provide employment and produce revenue. 
Lands in Minnesota 
that are not producing a farm crop should be raising a timber 
crop. 
TVenty-eight states in the union have laws to encourage 
the growing of timber on idle lands. 
The forestry amendment 
(No. 4 on the pink ballot this fall) will give the Minnesota legis­ 
lature authority to pass similar laws. 
We are using four times as much timber as we are growing. 
Each family in the United States uses annually the growth from 
50 acres of timber land; 09 per cent of this wood is used for ne­ 
cessities and only I per cent for luxuries. 
In 1879 the lake states produced 34,7 lier cent of all the 
United States lumber; in 1919 only 7.8 per cent. 
In 1900 Minnesota produced 2,1179,422,000 feet of lumber; 
in 1919 only 500,514,000 feet. 
In 1905 the farmers of Minnesota 
paid a freight bill on lumber of $ 1,428,000; in 1910 it was $1,- 
284,000. 
In 1905, 80 per cent of the lumber in the yards was 
northern pine; in 1919, 82 per cent wan imported.

rile world flight was a great pub­ 
licity stunt to arouse the American 
people to the value of aeronautics, and 
have put the idea across,” accord

Difficulties encountered by the world 
fliers in the Arctic on both the Pacific

But the army 
fliers 
deliberately 
chose the hardest route to dem on­ 
strate that the airplane is not a toy 
or a fair-weather machine, hut is cap­ 
able of sustained Hight in the worst 
weather and over the most treache r­ 
ous territory. 
Despite this severe test, army engi­ 
neers who examined the world planes 
when they lauded in Washington were 
surprised to find how little the planes 
had deteriorated. 
They say the fab­ 
ric wings and the bodies are almost 
as good as when tho trip began, only 
the motors wear out. 
There was little chance to tost the 
motor’s endurance because, whenever 
one part went bad on the trip an en­ 
tirely new motor was substituted at 
the next base. This was quicker than 
attempting repairs. 
Leaking cylinders were in general 
responsible for most of 
the 
motor 
trouble and army experts have set to 
work to find a remedy. 
They say, 
however, that a gasoline motor at best 
is really too complicated for world 
flight. 
But, they add, it will not be neces­ 
sary in the future for the planes which 
start to make the entire flight. F resh 
planes can continue the flight from 
each base, after a rapid change of 
cargo. 
The entire trip was made in about 
350 hours of actual flying, or in less 
than 15 days. 
Officers here expect 


that a passenger plane will soon he 
developed which can do 150 miles an 
hours, and reduce the trip to 7 days. 
Trouble AA Itll Pontoons 
Frequent 
pontoon 
trouble 
experi­ 
enced on the flight raises the question 
whether this type of plane will be 
used for Hie purpose in the future. 
These were land planes, which were 
fitted with pontoons before each wa­ 
ter jump. 
The true amphibian plane, 
however, is capable of making the 
change from sea to land plane and 
vice versa while in the air and at 
will. 
Locatelli, the 
Italian 
aviator 
who carne to grief while accompany­ 
ing the Americans on the Greenland 
hop, had difficulty with his amphibi­ 
an type from the time he left Italy. 
Stuart McLaren, the British flif-r who 
got half way around the world and 
was forced down in the north Pacific, 
is said to retain confidence in the am ­ 
phibian type of plane which he used. 
But engineers in general hold that the 
imphlhian can never lie developed into 
rn ideal plane. 
So army air officers now say world 
flights of the future will probably em­ 
ploy land planes for continental fly­ 
ing and hydro-airplanes for sea jumps, 
m d that pontoons will be dispensed 
with altogether. 
Although there are 
many seaplanes 
with 
pontoons, the 
irmy engineers on the basis of this 
flight maintain 
that “boats” of th* 
navy NU 4 type are superior. 
In tiles* 
‘boats,” 
as 
distinct 
from 
so-called 
‘seaplanes,” the hull itself serves as 
pontoon. 
Perhaps the chief need revealed by 
the flight was for direction—finding 
ipparatiiH, they say. 
Repeatedly the 
men were held up by fog. 
Fog caused 
he accident 
which put Commander 
Martin out of the race and almost cost 
him his life.
